The Mormon President. 


Although Taylor is generally regarded' 


both by his followers and opponents 113' 
the ablest of living saints, and as in no 
•wise inferior either to Smith or Young,, 
he has not gained anv reputation be- 
yond tho limits of the Territory. It rnav 
be that the comparative quiet of Utah, 
since the death of Young, and the less 
demonstrative character of his successor, 
have contributed to tho President's rela- 
tive obscurity. 
The whole world was 


acquainted wi'th the founder and contin- 
uator of Monnonism, while the fame of 
the existing President of the Church is 
almostentirely local. But the restricted re- 
nown of Taylor docs not derogate from his 
mental capacity or force ot character. 
He is a remarkable man, and the inci-; 
dents of his life have been so dramatic,1 


and, in a way, so romantic, that his 
career and development comprise a per-' 
sonal and psychical interest. 


He is not an American, as Smith and 


Young were (they were both New Kn- 
tflandcrs, natives of Vermont), having 
been born at Milnthorpe, Westmoreland, 
England. 
He seems to have had few 


educational advantages, as his parents 
•were in very humble circumstances, but 
to have been possessed of unusual intelli- 
gence and shrewdness, a very strong will 
and a most resolute and energetic disposi- 
tion. 
Always of a reflective, serious 


turn, he rend a good deal, mainly ethical 
and theological works, and was indus- 
triousand thrifty from his boyhood. Of 
his early antecedents little is known, and 
he is not inclined to be communicative 
on matters wholly concerning himself. 
It is thought he was :i mechanic in En- 
gland, ana followed a trade, was an ex- 
cellent workman, until he left Europe., 
Not twenty-two then, he settled in Can- 
ada, where several of his brothers and 
sisters had preceded 
him. 
Ho soon 


wended hia way to Toronto, and formed 
an intimacy with several men, who like 
himself, had investigated varioussc:hcincs 
of theology, and found them all unsatis- 
factory. 
They were persuaded, he par- 


ticularly, that Christianity had been cor- 
rupted; that many of its ideas and doc- 
trines were ancient and obsolete, and 
that the new time and the New World; 
needed a new religion, which could not 
be much longer deferred. 
Taylor was a 


constant student of the Bible, and of 
polemic writings on the proper interpre-' 
tation of disputed passages. He agreed • 
with none of tho controversialists, but: 
drew, from continued reading of the! 
Scriptures, definite conclusions of his. 
own, and expounded them to his associ-j 
atos, with whom they had great weight.; 
Ho appears to have been in a similar, 
Frame of mind to Joseph Smith, who had, 
declared that he began when only four-! 
teen to ponder upon tho importance of! 
his preparation for a future state, and j 
that he went from one church to another, 
with no result but an increase of perplex-1 
ity and a repulsion from all accepted.' 
creeds. 


He was invaluable in organizing this 


community and contributing to 
tho 


material aud remarkable success it now 
?njoys. 
For veal's ho was a speaker of 


ihe Territorial House of Representatives; 
He has been Superintendent of Schools 
and Probate Judge of the adjoining 
county of Utah, When Brigham Young 
died five years ago, Taylor was, by senior- 
ity, tlie chief of tho council of twelve, 
and really the head of the church, 
The 


apostles controlled its affairs for several 
years; but on the restoration of the first 
Presidency Taylor was elected President, 
and Josepli F. 'Smith and George Q. Can- 
non his associates. Taylor, who will bo 
seventy-four the 1st of November next, 
does not seem nearly so old, being strong, 
erect, in complete health, and in 
full 


possession of fill hia mental 
faculties. 


He is a natural leader, and might be 
picked out hero by a stranger as the 
great Mogul of tho Mormons. 
None of 


the saints that I have seen has-feo marked 
and individual a face. 
It is heavy, 


somewhat coarse, but full of intelligence, 
strength, repose, and conveys the impres- 
sion of great reserved force. 
He looks 


more like a Western man than a Briton. 
Hi* hair is still thick, but gray, almost 
white, us is his beard, which is allowed 
to grow only under his chin. 
His nose 


and mouth are large, but well shaped,

high, his eyes 


and full of lire, particularly when he 


brow broad and 


, pa 
He 
animated. 
He 
is broad-shouldered, 


about six feet high, of dark complexion, 
and dignified aud impressive port. 
His 


voice is deep and clear; ho has extraor- 
dinary vigor of statement, being simple 
and direct, yet fervid, and is considered 
the ablest and most convincing speaker, 
whether in or out oE the pulpit, in tho 
whole hierarchy. 
'Without much gener- 


al literary culture, he is well versed in 
whatever'is useful to him, and never 
touches upon a subject with which he is 
not intimately ncauaiutcd, 
Unquestion- 


ably a zealot in all that appertains to tho 
church, his zealotry is not apparent un- 
der ordinary circumstances, when he ap- 
icars to bo entirely a man of the world. 
r>ot one of the living saints has done as 
much sis lie to establish, strengthen and 
ixtend their peculiar and, in many re- 
pccts, pernicious doctrines.—Salt Lake 
Jor. Boston Advertiser.

was visited. Just how tho burglars ef- 
lectod their entrance 33 a mystery, as the 
doors of the house wero found securely 
.ooked this morning, and Mrs. Ellison 
was positive that she had closed the win- 
dow through which tho thievos loft the 
ouilding, when tho rain commenced. 
Mrs. Ellison was of the opinion that tho 
burglars entered before the arrival of tho 
ontlemen who carno homo about 11 


o'clock, and waited for them. Under the 
circumstances, thoro is little donbt that 
Messrs. Tanberg and Williams were sin- 
gled out as victims.
